And Its Bearing on Future 
Legislation. 


Free Silver Men on _ the 
Lookout. 


A Counter Proposition to the 
Voorhees Bill. 


How the Canvass of the House }s Regarded— 
Jerry Simpson Expects a Disrup- 
tion of the Old Parties—The 
Bailey Bill.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 


the special session of Congress has 
passed, and the third week of the 
financial contest opens with both’ par- 
ties confident, but with many sighifi- 
cant changes in the situation. Repub- 
lican Senators from the silver States 
have reiterated, with greater emphasis, 
their loyalty to the silver cause, while 
Senator Voorhees, with a free coinage 
record of twenty years, has surprised 
his former friends by declaring for the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
act. 

Thus the disappointment which the 
repeal men experienced when Senator 
Vest of Missouri so emphatically de- 
clared for free coinage and against un- 
conditional repeal has been more than 
offset by the accession to their ranks 
of Senator Voorhees. But the free coin- 
age men of the Senate are still resolute 
and determined, and no one familiar 
with the situation can hope for a final 
settlement of the question in the Sen- 
ate without an almost endless discus- 
sion, extending through many weeks, 
and votes upon innumerable proposi- 
tidbns to be submitted by silver men. 

In case of defeat on their leading 
proposition, it is not improbable that 
the coming week may see a bill to per- 
mit national banks to increase their 
issue of bank notes forced to a vote 
in the Senate, and indications are that 
it will receive a majority vote. The 
silver men are just now criticising 
Gov. Osborne of Wyomng for his delay 
n appointing a successor to Senator 

eckwith. As any man appointed from 
Wyoming would, they believe, be a sil- 
ver Senator, they hold that the Gov- 
ernor is showing a neglect of free coin- 
age interests by not promptly appoint- 
ing a Senator. 

THE CANVASS. 

In the House last week’s discussion 
brought but little to, encourage the 
free coinage people. Congressman 
Bryan, one of their most eloquent 
leaders, has spoken, and his speech 
has elicited the highest praise, but it 
is doubted by many whether even such 
able efforts could change many votes 
in the House, now, so little does the 
Situation seem to depend upon the 
argument of past predictions. 

Congressman Bryan, who, by com- 
mon consent, is accorded the place of 
chief lieutenant to Chairman Bland, 
gives the following estimate of the 
situation: ‘“‘The canvass is not suf- 
ficiently complete to make an accurate 
statement as to the vote in the House. 
I am satisfied, however, that a ta- 
jority of the members of the House 
favor free coinage at some ratio. 
Most of the advocates of free coinagé 
are in favor of the present ratio of 
16 to 1, but others favor other ratios 
running as high as 28 to 1. The propo- 
sitions submitted to the House do not 
go higher than 20 to 1, 

“The friends of free coinage will still 


oppose unconditional repeal, Ywoping to 
rsecure some affirmative Pgislation 
after the committees are rganized, 


when the matter comes before Con- 
gress again. It is not only possible, 
but probable, therefore, that uncondi- 
tional repeal will be defeated, even if 
the silver men fail to carry free coin- 
age or the Bland law. I believe the 
sentiment, in favor of silver is increas- 


am satisfied that the growth of the 
sentiment is not confined to the West. 

“What do I think of unconditional 
repeal with a declaration in favor of 
bimetallism? Let me answer the ques- 
tion by asking another. Would a jury 
acquit a man charged with murder 
because the prisoner had left a note 
saying he fully intended to return and 
resuscitate the victim?’’ 

OTHER CLAIMS. 

Congressman Wilson of West Vir- 
ginia declined to give any estimate 
of the vote at the end of the discus- 
sion, and referred’ the question to Con- 
gressman Tracey of New York, who 
had charge of the canvass, and who is 
really recognized as the leader of the 
repealing forces. 

“We have canvassed,” said Gen. 
Tracey, ‘‘and the result has convinced 
us that we have a clear majority on 
every proposition after conceding to 
our opponents twenty-five doubtful 
votes. There is no doubt that the un- 
conditional repeal bill will pass, and 
every proposition and ratio proposed 
by the silver people will be defeated 
by a substantial vote. There can be 
no doubt as to the result, and the 
Sherman act will be unconditionally 
repealed.”’ 

Ex-Speaker Reed, the leader on the 
Republican side, declined to give any 
estimate of the result, or express any 
opinion, saying he had not yet decided 
whether he would even speak on the 
question or not. 

Congressman Simpson, the 
leader of the Populist menibers in the 
House. has taken a great deal of sat- 
isfaction out of the embarrassing sit- 
uation in which the two old parties 
find themselves. He said of the situ- 
ation: “It is my opinion that the Shér- 
man law will be repealed only on con- 
dition that we have free coinage at 
a ratio of 20 to 1, or may be less, which 
I presume Cleveland will veto.

“The number of unemployed is in- 
creasing at the rate of thousands every 
day, and it is likely that half of the

‘fore the winter is upon us, and thé ag- 


ricultural community will find them- 
selves without @ market for their prod- 
ucts, all of which will set thefm think- 
ing; and, as sure as fate, if they once 
Start to reason “things out, it means the 
annihilation @f one of the old. parties, 
for they will be held responsible for 
the ills tite people suffer.”’ 

TWO BILLS. 

It is the expectation of the free coin- 
age men in the House that whatever 
may be the result of the various votes 
on repeal, conditional! or unconditional, 
on the 28th the Senate will, within a 
short time, pass the Voorhees bill to 
increase the volume of national bank 
notes and send fhe measure to the 
House for its concurrence. The people 
who expect to adop' this proposition in 
toto, and with promptitude, are likely 
to be. disappointed. 

It will give rise to a prolonged dé- 
bate, and the silver men are preparing 
to meet the Voorhees bill with even a 
more liberal proposition. They are to 
propose a@ measure which, instead of 
swelling the national bank currency 
$19,000,000, as contemplated by the Voor- 
hees bill, would increase this circula- 
tion $58,000,000, and, at the same time, 
Satisfy the demands of a strong ele- 
ment of the American people by mak- 
ing it impossible for the national banks 
to increase or diminish at will the vol- 
ume of their circulating currency. 

The measure which is being discussed 
by’ the silver men, as a founter propo- 
sition to the Voorhees bill, has been 
drawn by Representative Bailey of 
Texas, an ardent bimetallist, who is 
known in the camps of the free coin- 


-age men to be the real author of the 


free coinage bill now pending in the 
House, as a proposition to be offered by 
Representative Bland as a substitute for 
the Wilson repealing bill. The title of 
Representative Bailey's national bank 
bill is as follows: “A bill to in- 
crease the currency and to provide for 
the redemption thereof and for other 
purposes.~% Its provisions are: 
BANK NOTES. 

Section 1—From and after the pass- 
age of this act, any bank organized 
under the laws of the United States, 
and having on deposit with the treas- 
ury of the United States bonds bearing 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent. per 
annum, may surrender said bonds to 
the Treasurer of the United States, to 
be cancelled, and to receive in lieu 
thereof an amount of natignal bank 
notes, which, added to the Amount of 
notes heretofore issued to said banks, 
shall be equal to 120 cents for each dol- 
lar specified in the said bonds. 

Sec. 2. Any bank which shall sur- 
render its bonds, in accordance with the 
first section of this act, shall thereaf- 
ter be and remain exempt from the tax 
of 1 per cent. now required to be paid 
upon its circulation. 


Sec. 3. The Treasurer of the United 
States shall return to any bank which 
Surrendered its bonds in accordance 
with the first section of this act the 
amount which may be in the treasury 
to the credit of such bank on account 
of its redemption fund. 

See. 4. The United States biotite 
assumes all notes issued under the 
first section of this act, and all nofes 
heretofore issued by such banks as 


shall surrender their bonds in accord- ., 


ance with the first section of this act, 
and in order to provide for the redemp- 
tion of said notes the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby directed to~have 
coined into standard silver dollars all 
silver bullion now in the treasury, ex- 
cept so much thereof as may be suf- 
ficient to redeem the coin notes issued 
under the act of July. 14, 1890, entitled 
“An act directing the purchase of 
bullion and the issue of treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes,” and 
the said silver dollars shall be re- 
served as a special fund to redeem 
such of said notes as may be presented 
for redemption. 

. 5. The additional notes issued to 
any bank under the first section of this 
agt shall be vwniform in all respects 
with the notes heretofore issued to the 
same bank, and may be counted as a 
part of the lawful reserve which the 
law requires a national bank to hold, 
and the said additional notes shall be 
receivable the same as is provided by 
law for notes heretofore issued, and, 
when received by the treasury, shall be 
reissued the same as is now provided 
by law for United States notes.” - 

AN INCREASE. 

Representative Bailey said that his 
proposition would increase the circula- 
tion over $51,000,000 directly, and would 
indirectly add over $7,000,000 more by 
releasing the sums held in ‘the treasury 
for redemption purposes, making the 
total increase more than $58,000,000. Be- 
sides this, it would save the taxpayers 
of the country over $6,000,000 in annual 
interest. 

“Banks in ¢very part of the country 
would find it profitable to surrender 
their bonds and take this additional 
circulation, but it would be especially 
profitable to the banks in those sec- 
tions where the rate of interest is 
highest, and these are the very sec- 
tions which stand most in need of 
this increase. My bill will also utilize 
all bulliom now in the treasury, ex- 
cept what may be necessary to re- 


deem the notes issued under the Sher-. 


man. act. The surplus, something like 
$60,000,000, will constitute a coin re- 
serve fund of about thé same propor- 
tion as is now held for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks.”’ 

Senator Voorhees, during his speech 
on the financial question in the Sen- 
ate on Tuesday next, will read a letter 
from Secretary Carlisle to show the 
difficulties in the way of the free 
coinage of silver at @ change of ratio. 
The lettér is as follows: 

3 RECOINAGE. 

“FHion. Daniel W. Voorhees, United 
States Senate—Sir: Referring to our 
conversation relative to the probable 
cost incident to a change from the pres- 
ent coinage ratio between gold and sil- 
ver, 1 to 16, for standard silver dollars, 
and 1 to 14.95 for subsidiary silver, toa 
ratio of 1 to 20, you are respectfully 
informed that the number of silver 
dollars coined since 1878 aggregates 
$419,322,450, without any allowance for 
abrasion and loss incident to the melt- 
The coining value of 
dollars, at a ratio of 1 to

would be $333,222.162, or $84,110,228 less 
than their present face value. 

“To recoin these dollars at a ratio of 
1 to 20, would require the addition of 
81,367,700 ounces of new bullion, which, 
at the average price paid for silver, 
under the act of July 14, 1890,. $0.9325, 
would cost $75,883,700. In addition to 
this estimate, there would be a loss | 
from abrasion and in the melting of | 
these dollars of at least $3,000,000, 
which amount, together with the differ- 
ence in the face value of the ‘coins 
($84,110,288) would have to be reim- 
bursed to the treasury by an appropri- 
ation for that purpose. | 

“From the fact that these silver 
dollars are distributed throughout the 
country, it would be necessary, as they 
are redeemed at several sub-treasuries, 
to transport them to the mints, ‘and 
the expense of transportation for $3090,- 
000,000, the amount outside of the 
stock on hand at the sub-treasuries 
and mints at Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco and New Orleans, would avernge 
at least 1% per cent, or $4,500,000. 

“I therefore estimate the cost of

Conditions Similar to Those of 
Three Years Ago. 


Large Returns to Farmers Predicted—The Fi- 
nancial Stringency May Have a Restric- 
tive Effect Temporarily—American 
Crops Will Be in Demand.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The following is a 
summary of the American Agricultur- 
ist’s annual review of the crop situa- 
tion and agriculture for the year: The 
harvest of 1893 in the United States 
is, in many respects, similar to that 
of three years ago. Home consump- 
tidn and increased foreign demand will 
so advance values as to yield as large 
net returns to farmers as the average 
of recent years. 

Indeed, the review makes a dis- 
tinctly encouraging exhibit in spite of 
the prevalent drought, though admit- 
ting that the financial stringency may 
interfere with an early movement of 


crops and have temporary restrictive 


influence on prices. 

The Agriculturist notes an in- 
creased domestic crop of sugar but 
a shortage in the world’s production of 
300,000 long tons of sugar; the best 
prices are more likely to be affected 
by changes in legislation, however, 
than by changes in production. 

Hops will make a fair average vield 


in the United States, but are only half.

and are a light yield in England. The 
export demand will take at good prices 
every bale of American hope that can 
be spared.

Sev- 
eral of the gunners grappled with him, 
but, suddenly, he staggered backward 
with the remark, “‘For God's sake, boys, 
don't pull me around so; I am shot to 
pieces already!’ He then fell upon his 
back. 

It was thought he was shamming, but 
the sight of blood showed that he was 
wounded. <A physician was summoned, 
and an examination showed that the 
wadding of a cartridge had penetrated 
the flesh about half an inch tn thé 
lumber region near the spinal column. 
It was evident that he had received a 
Severe shock, but. no serious result was 
apprehended. 

About 3 a.m. today he had a sinking 
spell, but afterward rallied. The 
patient was removed to the hospital 
in this city this afternoon, where he 
died soon after he arrived. The phy- 
Sicians state that death resulted from 
the shock superinduced upon intense 
excitement. Nelson was a book-keeper 
for Fleckstein & Moyer. He lived in 
San Francisco before coming to Port- 
land.

AGREEMENT SHAKY.

Passenger Associations 
are Stirred Up. 


The Roads Will Deposit Notes 
Instead of Cash. r 


Corps of Southern Pacific Surveyors 
in the Desert.

At about the same time that the Los 
Angeles passenger agents signed an 
dgreementto maintain rates, abolish 
commissions and cease to deal with 
scalpers, similar association was 
formed in San Francisco. The associa- 
tion here has stuck together unusually 
well, but it appears that the one up in 
San Francisco is going to fly to pieces. 
Owing to dissensions among the passen- 
ger agents, charges and counter-charges 
have been made. Now the Chicago and 
Alton has given the required seven 
days’ notice of itsintention to withdraw 
from the association. 


NOTES INSTEAD OF CASH. 

Western lines find they are locking 
up too much money in the cash guar- 
antees deposited with local associations. 
These deposits are to be checked 
against in case the depositing line is 
fined for breaking the agreement. It 
is now proposed that the Western Pas- 
senger Association agreement be 
amended as follows. to avoid the de- 
posit of cash: ! 

‘As a pledge to faithfully carry out 
this agreement and to facilitate its 
operation, each line member of a local 
association agrees, to have deposited 
with the secretary thereof the personal 
note of the local agent of each com- 
pany atthe point at which the local 
association exists; said note to be ac- 
cepted by the said secretary of the said 
local association as full compliance 
with the requirements of rule 31. It is 
understood, however, that penalties 
shall be paid by the line against which 
charge may be established without dis- 
turbing the amount of this deposit or 
guarantee, andif recourse is had to 
withdrawing this note or guarantee, or 
anv portion thereof, it shall be consid- 
ered as evidence of desire on the part 
of tbat line to “withdraw from the 
agreement and betreated accordingly.”’ 

In the Los Angeles Passenger Asso- 
ciation the roads represented have not 
less than $600 in the hands of the sec- 
retary for forfeit. 

S. P. SURVEYORS AGAIN. 

The Needles Eye, of Saturday, says: 
“The information reached Needles the 
latter part of last week that a survey- 
ing corps was at work in the neighbor- 
hood of Cadiz, west of here. Investi- 
gation confirmed the report and led to 
the further discovery that the men are 
in the employ of the Southern Pacitic. 
It is believed that this is the same corps 
engaged in Morongo pass some time 
ago. Further, there is no doubt that 
the men are working toward Salt Dake. 
What does itmean’? Itisa hard ques- 
tion. There is every reason to believg 
that Collis P. Huntington has the idea 
buzzing in his head of building a Salt 
Lake line, with a view of heading off, 
for a number of years at least, the entry 
ofa new competing railroad system 
into Southern California. Whatever 
may be the meaning of this move# the 
fact remains that the surveyors are 
hard at work. They are sawing wood 
and saying nothing. The public is left 
to its surmises.”’ 

SCRAP HEAP. 

Western railways will probably soon 
agree to adopt the Eastern plan and 
charge 25 cents for the storage of 
baggage. 

A car of lemons, last week, went east 
by the Santa Fe bearing a big inscrip- 
tion on the side'to the effect that it was 
the first of 3000 such cars for Chicago. 

It is understood that the new branch 
road of the Southern Pacific from Bur- 
bank to Chatsworth Park will be cpen 
for business by the middle of Septem- 
ber. 

The Atchison has given the required 
notice of withdrawal from the South- 
western Railway and Steamship Rate 
Committee. This committee is the suc- 
cessor of the Southwestern Railway 


and Steamship Association. 


It is reported that.a startling discov- 
ery has been made regarding the earn- 
ings of the Union Pacific, which will 
cause another and greater cut in office 
force and in salaries, compared with 
which the former discharges will be in- 
significant. 

C. L. Nichols, once assistant superin- 
tendent of the Santa Fe Railway and 
later Rock Island train dispatcher at 
Horton, Kan., has been appointed 
superintendent of the Chicago division 
of the Rock Island Railway, with head- 
quarters at Davenport, Iowa. | 

The prospect of unrestricted compe- 
tition between the Great Northern and 
Canadian Pacific, when the latter com- 
pletes its Moose Jaw extension, was not 
a pleasant one. Conferences are now 
being held witha view to restoring the 
traffic relations existing at the time the 


Great Northern completed its line to

RABBIT DRIVE. 


Azusa People Clear Their Do- 
main of the Pest. 


A Wild and Woolly Story of a Mornings's 
Sport—Hunters Armed With Prehis- 
toric Weapons Slaughter Their 
Captives Without Mercy. 


The citizens of Azusa engaged in a 
regular old-fashioned rabbit drive 
last Saturday. Although this pest is not 
as numerous in that neighborhood as in 
former years, notwithstanding the 
coyote bounty, yet sufficient numbers 
are still ip existence to make their 
presence felt. So, when about a week 
ago the subject was broached by a few 


-prominent orchardists who have suffered 


from the inroads of the fleet and vora- 
cious little animals, the idea found in- 
stant favor. Their neighbors, and, in 
fact, all the citizens of Azusa, when ap- 
proached instantly saw that here was a 
chance tocombine pleasure with profit, 
and unhesitatingly ‘‘chipped in’’ to de- 
fray the necessary outlay for the pre- 
liminaries. The self-appointed commit- 
tee found that the collection of depre- 
ciated silver exceeded their most san- 
guine expectations, and determined to 
expend the surplus funds toward pro- 


‘viding a lunch for the ‘‘drivers.”’ 


At any rate a corral about forty feet 
wide was built near the railroad track 
west of town. The spot was well-se- 
lected, as forsevegal miles south and 
west is an qpen sweep of country cov- 
ered with boulders and cactus and 
which was formerly the bed of the San 
Gabriel River, Thisstream is now con- 
fined to much smaller limits, but a large 
quantity of the adjacent land has not 
yet been sufficiently reclaimed for agri- 
cultural purposes by the advancing 
strides of civilization. A few Mexicans, 
however, have cleaned away patches 
here and there and are having good 
success in raising chiles, potatoes and 
other vegetables which need little irri- 
gation. So much forthe field of carnage 
chosen. | 

The corral was built of wire fencing 
six feet in height and leaders of the 
same material four feet high extended 
in the shape of a V for about a quarter 
of a mile on each side. Booths and 
tents were arranged for the free lunch, 
which consisted of sandwiches and 
other appetizing morsels to delight the 
palates of the tired and hungry hunters. 
A special inclosure was built to accom- 
modate Mrs. M. Dodsworth and daugh- 
ter, Miss Martha Dodsworth, together 


} with other ladies, who served ice cream 


and cakes at a small cost, the entire 
proceeds of which will be donated to 
the proposed kinde:garten that is soon 
to be established in Azusa. © 

At about 10 o’clock, under the lead- 
ership of Charles Dodsworth, who acted 
as field marshal, in eccentric costume, 
the committee started from the town 
to hustle up the prospective ‘‘rabbit 
drivers.’’ The drummer-boy of the 
late stranded Azusa band furnished the 
music, and the procession, constantly 
gaining in numbers, proceeded toward 
the agreed starting point, near where 
the old town of Azusa was formerly 
situated. Then, for about two miles, 
250 men and boys, afoot, horseback, in 
carts, buggies, and on bicycles, armed 
with clubs, canes, brooms, discarded 
crutches, rocks, muskets, rifles, empty 
tin cansand sundry pieces of timber 
borrowed for the occasion from the 
lumber yard, tore at break-neck speed 
through the brush and cactus and over 
boulders in their maa rush after the 
carcasses of the surprised jack 
rabbits. For almost miles 
this pace was kept up, when 
finally the goal was reached 
and the real slaughter began. The 
dazed animals madiy attempted to es- 
cape their pursuers, and clambered and 
crawled over one another as they 
attempted to claw through the high 
corral. Almost two hundred rabbits 
were killed and the victorious human 
army. with its predatory prey pendant, 
were photographed by a kodak fiend on 
the spot. 

At noon the expected lunch was 
served, and those whose voracious appe- 
tites were still unappeased proceeded 
to the ice cream and cake bootb, and 
thus, besides doing themselves a ben- 
efit, indirectly aided a worthy cause. 

It isclaimed by those who parttici- 
pated in last Saturday’s ‘‘drive’’ that 
so thoroughly successful: were their 
efforts that hereafter, for a time at 
least, the scarcity of rabbits in the 
Azusa country will be as much a matter 
of comment as the celebrated dearth of 
snakes in St. Patrick’s land. 


A House Cleaning Company. 

(New York Correspondent of the Bal- 
timore Sun:) One ofthe curious ef- 
fects of the summer exodus is the es- 
tablishment of a house cleaning com- 
pany that takes complete charge of 
houses during the absence of the own- 
ers. Trained employees appear as soon 
as the family leaves,.cartains and car- 
pets are removed and packed away, 
furniture, mirrors, etc., are covered 
and allornaments put away. At stated 
intervals the dusters and scrubbers are 
on hand anda réund is made of the 
closed mansions. Before the return in 
the fall the treasures are brought out 
again, each room rearranged and put 
in complete order, and everything is 
ready when he gets back totown. The 
company does a flourishing business 
among those who can pay for having

HIS WIFE'S MONEY. 


Hansen’s Sad: Business 
Experience. 


Bought Paste Diamonds for Gen- 
uine Stones. 


His Actions Those of an Insane 
Man. 


Two Short Months of Unhappy Married Life. 
The Confiding Wife Left Without 
\ Means Wherewith to 
Live. 


People who have had occasion, from 
force of unpleasant circumstances, per- 
haps, to do business at the shop on 
South Main street, heretofore known 
as the Collaterai Bank, will no longer 
be able to deposit their goods and 
jewelry “‘on time” there, for the doors 
have been tightly closed, and the 
proprietor of the ‘place occupies a cell 
at the city prison, charged with being 
insane. The man’s name is O. Hansen, 
and he has only been in the city abont 
two months. 

It was during the latter part of June 
that the Collateral Bank opened up 
for business, and soon obtained quite 
a run of custom. Those who were in 
the habit of dealing with such places 
found that they could receive greater 
amounts on articles pawned there 
than they could elsewhere, sometimes 
getting the full value on their ‘‘stuff.” 
It was often remarked that it seemed 
very strange that Hansen was #0 
liberal, and as time ran along the 
wonder resolved itself into the suspi- 
cion that the man was not quite right 
in his mind. When this belief gained 
ground, many sharpers besieged the 
store with all sorts of trashy goods, 
and desired loans on them. According 
to one report a man with a set of 
paste diamonds went into Hansen's 
place and told the latter that he had 


_some genuine stones on which he de- 


sired to raise a little money. The 
bits of glass were scarcely worth a dol- 
lar, but Hansen advanced $75 on them. 
At that rate there was naturally a 
lack of profit in the business, and the 
erratic proprietor soon ran short of 
funds, and was unable to continue. 

Yesterday afternoon a telephone mes- 
Sage was received at the police station 
asking that an officer be sent to No. 
1007 South Main street to take charge 
of a crazy man. When the police ar- 
rived at the place they found the man 
to be Hansen. He had been acting in 
a more peculiar manner than ever dur- 
ing the day, and had struck his wife 
a brutal blow, knocking her down. 
The frightened woman, unable to 
longer endure the presence of her 
husband, as she feared he would take 
her life, made the complaint that 
brought the police to the scene. 

As the officers gave Hansen to un- 
derstand that he would have to go 
with them, the man made no protest, 
but went along meekly enough, thouzh 
muttering something meanwhile about 
all the Catholics deserving to be 
burned at the stake, and making other 
remarks of similar character. 

Later in the day a Times reporter 
called at the Hansen residence. Mrs. 
Hansen answered the knock at the 
door, and when asked to give a reason 
for her husband’s strange conduct, 
seemed at first reluctant to talk about 
the matter, as she was very much 
worried. Finally, however, after re- 
peated urging, she hesitatingly began: 
“I only married Mr. Hansen last June. 
It was in San Francisco that I first 
met him, and after we were married 
we came directly down to this city. 
Mr. Hansen started the Collateral 
Bank almost immediately, the money 
being furnished by myself. Mr. Han- 
sen had no money at all when*I mar- 
ried him, but I trusted him, and 
thought that everything would come 
out right. Now all my money is gone. 
During the two months my husband 
managed the business he squandered 
had given him. 

“Do eve that he was in his righ 
nfind at this time? No, I do not; i 
is no doubt in my mind that he is 
nearly insane, from what cause I can’t 
tell. He has been taking something all 
the while, I think, although whether or 
not it is a drug, I am unable to say, as 
he never would tell me. More than 
that, he drinks excessively. Why, he 
has used up a gallon of wine since 


‘yesterday. Every morning, as soon as 


he gets up, he runs down stairs to have 
his drink the very first thing. He has 
always laughed at me and my religion. 
I am a Catholic, and he has constantly 
been tormenting me about it. When 
the policeman came for him this morn- 
ing, he told the officers that all of the 
Catholics ought to be killed, anyway. 
“What made me first suspect that he 
was not right in his mind? Well. I had 
long been trying to make myself be- 
lieve that he was sane, but at last was 
compelled to abandon that belief. One 
afternoon I went up to the store where 
he was at work. I noticed that he 
seemed more than usually excited. He 
soon came over to where I was, and 
asked me to hand him a large pair_of 
shears lying by my side. I did so, and 
when he took them he drew back his 
hand and fired the shears right at me, 
as hard as ever he could. They did not 
hit me, but stuck into the floor close 
by. Then he picked up a pistol and 
walked with it into the rear room. 
When I looked through the door, I saw 
him peering down the barrel of the gun 
with his hand on the trigger. I ran out 
and got an officer, who took the pistol 
away from him. At home he is con- 
stantly doing everything in his power 
to worry me. More than once he has 
said, ‘Come, take this pistol and kill 
me.” Don't you think a man must be 
crazy who ‘would do such a thing as 
that?’ and Mrs. Hansen sighed as she 
paused for a moment before continu- 
ing. Then she said, in conclusion: 
“Since my money has given out, he is 
worse than ever. He drinks more, and 
has refused to do any sort of work. If 
things went on this way long, I don't 
know what I would do. He cannot 
come back here; he would kill me if he 
did, and something must be done.” 
With that, the reporter was shown to 
the door, as Mrs. Hansen went back to 
the rear of the house to attend to the 
work she had just left. 
Hansen will probably be taken before 
a lunacy commission today in the Su- 
perior Court for examination.

Return of the School Board Ventilating 
Comm 


The committee of the Board of Eduv- 
cation appointed to inspect the heating 
and veutilating systems used in the 
schools of the State returned from its 
northward trip yesterday. The mem- 
bers of the committee who went were 
Dr. Pepper, Mr. Trask and Mr. Patty. 

Dr. Pepper was visited at his resi- 
dence by a Times reporter yesterda 
afternoon. The doctor said that it had 
been agreed that the results of the trip 
should not be made public until the 
work of the committee had been com- 
pleted and the report prepared for pres- 
entation to the board. 

After leaving Los Angeles the com- 
mittee went to Oakland and from there 
to San Francisco. After visiting the 
schools at San Francisco the journey 
was continued to Stockton and from 


| there home. 


Dr. Pepper said that as for the selec- 
tion of the system of heating and ven- 
tilation of the High School it was the 
intention to give the job to the Baker 
Iron Works, if this could be consistently 
done, and thus patronize home industry. 
What must be had, however, was a 
system that would do the work. If 
$4000 or $9000 were to be expended 
on asystem that would prove useless, 
then the money would be thrown away. 

It was necessary that the High School 
should have pure, warm air furnished to 
the pupils and teachers in it. It was 
virtually compulsory that these pupils 
should attend either there or at some 
private collegiate preparatory school. 
For the State to compel them to re- 
main in a poorly ventilated room would 
be an injustice. 

If the schoolrooms were not arranged 
as they should be, then the pupils, after 
remaining in them for a short time, 
would become lethargic, and would be 
unable to do the amount of studying of 
whicb an active mind would be capable. 

It was paramount that the system 
adopted should not fail to perform the 
work required. 

In reference to the criticism against 
the action of the board in appointing 
the committee to travel over the State 
for this purpose, Dr. Pepper said that 
he believed that the benefit which 
would accrue tothe city as a result of 
this trip would be far in excess of the 
$125, or about that amount, which it 
had cost. 

He did not understand how it was 
that so many of these unpleasant at- 
tacks should be made. He, as a mem- 
ber of the board, was endeavoring to 
work for the best interests of the peo- 
ple of the city, and at the same time 
was not receiving par therefor. 

The members ef the committee in- 
tend to continue their work today, vis- 
iting Whittier and San Bernardino.

Thefe was a 
dozen pairs of corduroy breeches which 
he had made to hunt in; spléndid furs, 
uniforms, pelisses, breeches, costumes, 
orders in wonderful variety: boots and 
shoes of every kind, which were sold at 
Ss. a pair all round; handkerchiefs 
which brought a guinea each, steckings 
without number, canes in equal profu- 
sion. 300 whips and 500 pocketbooks. 
Among his effects were found, too, all 
sorts of trinkets that had been given to 
him, and old gloves and locks of hair, 
which represented conquests at balls 
and assemblies. Something like £10,- 
000 was found in cash in edd places, in 
boxes or pocketbooks. And there was 
moreover, a whole ceilarful of his fa- 
vorite snuff—no less than sixteen hun- 
dred weight—and this was sold by pri- 
vate treaty for £400. |

Nordau rests his arguments upon the 
studies of the modern French and Itale 
ian specialists in nervous disorders, 
insanity and crime; and the book is 
dedicated anpropriately to Lombroso. 
He finds in the characteristics of the 
writers and musicians named the symp- 
toms that stamp hysterical men and 
women—-for King Lear was not the last 


of hysterical men, and, indeed, the 
apecialists of today claim-that male 
hysterical patients outnutaber the fe- 


male—he finds even the } symptoms of 
diseased minds, of idocy in the peculiar 
tricks of language and trains of thonght 
that endear the writings of such men as 
lbsen et al. to sympathetic readers 

The causes of these symptoms thus 
reveaied in writers and readers are at 
tributed by Nordan to the present con 


ditions of life in Europe. He asserts 
that men and women are handicappes 
attheir start by heredity. by the irrb 


tating food and drink and stimalants of 
the men and women before them; and 
that the handicapped in turn constantly 
over-stimulate themselves. Such bod- 
nor can 
the minds endure the grand sinrplicity 
of classic models in art and literat*tire, 
of literary hunters after 
style delight them: they fiad comfdrt 
in the expression of a, thoucht rather 
than in the substance of thousht: their 
inordinate egotism provoked by insane 
introspection. leads them to actept the 
pessimistic gospel of Ibsen; their craze 
for so-called realism is only quieted bw 
strong doses of Zola; their hysteria is 
turned into lively pleasure when they 
listen in the music of Wagner for the 
climax that never comes. 

Such a book as ‘‘Degeneracy"’ is not, 
undoubtedly. without . exaggeration; 
but it is wholesome, strong and bitter 
tonic. Nwurdau’s examination of the 
claims o{ Ibsen, Zola and Wagner isa 
masterly specimen of sane analysis: it 
abounds in irony, wit and common 
sense. Furthermore, the book is an 
encyclopedia of. the strange literary 
and artistic mannerisms of the last fifty 
years, as wellas an index tothe equally 
curious iiterature inspired by the re- 
cent discoveries in-the science of men- 
talalienation. A translation would be 
of positive benefit, although the read- 
ing of it would hurt the feelings of 
chasers of chimeras and followers o! 
fads. 


A French Spendthrift. 

(Paris correspondence London Truth:| 
Max, the only son of the late M. Le 
baudy, the sugar refiner. has joined, 
under a decree of the Civil Tribunal, 
the ranks of perpetual minors. The 
father left his widow and a son a for- 
tune of £6,000,000, with the sngar 
refining plant and business. Mme. - 
baudy has four-fifths of the whole dur- 
ing her life, and Max the rest. She 
lives in a small honse at St. Cloud and 
spends about £200 per annum. 

The son is known in le monde ou I’ on 
s’amuse as ‘‘Le Petit Sucrier.’’ He is 
small, pale, rather weakly and has not 
yet learned to say ‘‘No."’ Two advo- 
cates at the Paris bar were engaged to 
defend him against his mother’s suit 
for his civil ‘‘interdiction,”’ I scarcely 
see the use of preventing the great 
fortune of Max from going into a 
ber of other pockets. The women em- 
ployed in the Lebandy refinery suffer 
horribly from breathing air thick with 
sugar dust. They struck a few months 
ago for higher wages, but they had to 
yield. If “Le Petit Sucrier’’ werea 
reformer he would have a fine field for 
reforming energy in his factory. He 
is not a bad sort, though good for little. 
The counsel against him laid to his 
charge his being a prey. when a minor, 
of adventurers, bill discounters and 
sirens. He bought a yacht on credit at 
a monstrously dear price and sold it for 
a féw thousand francs. A mine in Nor- 
way, purchased at f.500,000, was soil 
for f.20,000,. He presented jewels to 
the value of f.12,000 toa lady. and 
promised to pay for them. on coming of 
age, f.160,000. In a few days he 
spent for dinners, ordered for ladies at 
a restaurant in Nice, f.6000. 

One of his modes of running through 
his fortune was to keep a racing stud. 
But the counsel of ‘‘Le Petit Sucrier’’ 
contended that his colors triumphed at 
acace at Auteuil. As to the other acts 
of extravagance, they were to his 
client’s honor, andtriftles compared to 
the fortune he actually has, and just 
nothing compared with the one he must 
inherit from his mother, who isonly 47 
years old and leads a miserly life. Why 
should he not-have a yachtto goto Ja- 
pan or elsewhere’ He was taken in 
when he bought it. But he would not 
be so foolish another time; and, indeed, 
it was sharp to have sold it for the sum 
»he obtained, it not being seaworthy, 
The tribunal. however, sided with Mme. 
Lebaudy, mere. ‘‘Le Petit Sucrier’’ 
will appeal. I hope he will succeed, 
.and stand to other sugar refiners as an 
object lesson to teach them the vanity 
of heaping up millions upon millions.

the Manufacturers’ Association in San | 
Francisco a few days age, when a | 
number of facts were brought out | 
which are of interest to Los Angeles, 
as well as San Francisco 
For a number of vears the manufac- | 
turing industry of San Francisco has | 
been declining, and the association has 
beon discussing the causes for this | 
unpleasant state of affairs. It Was | 
shown at this meeting that strikes ayd 
boveotts have done much to drive | 
manufacturing enterprises from the 
city, While the mere fact that the 
unions are still talking boycott” is 


enough to, prevent capitalists from ¢s- 
tablishing factories there. 

The most interesting part of the dis- 
cussion, however, related to the preju- | 
dice which exists among the many re- 
tailers in this State against buying in 
the home market. It is claimed that 
the retaflers will buy in the Fast when 
they can get the same or better goods 
for less money and in quicker time at 
home. It was shown that while Cali- 
fornia is the second wool-producing 
State in the Union, and lies right at 
the door of Australia, from whence all 
the mixing wools come, yet the woolen 
mills of California are struggling hard 
to live, and much of the product of 
these mills is sent to New York, 
stamped with the name of an Eastern 
manufacturer, and then sold back here 
in California again at an advance of 
2%. per cent. Could anything be more 
absurd than this? California produces 
the best sole and harness leather in 
the world, yet goods made in the East 
from this same leather are sold in 
enormous quantities here. Manufac- 
turers of woolen shirts drive Eastern 
competitors out of the markets of New 
Mexico and Colorado, but cannot sell 
against the East in their own State of 
California. Wholesalers in many lines 
find that they can sell goods direct 
from New York when they cannot 


from a wholesale store in San Fran- 
cisco. The same complaint comes 
from every line from tobacco to iron. 

Several manufacturers very 
strong speeches at the meeting refer- 
red to. One of them said that, between 
labor strikes, transportation discrimi- 
nation and Eastern competition, do- 
mestic manufacturing had been driven 
to the wall. It seemed to be generally 
agreed, however, that the chief ob- 
stacle in the way of the manufacturing 
industry in California is the unreason- 
able prejudice in favor 
goods above referred to. 
at one place in the

Panics and their Causes. 


A transiation has just appeared of 
an interesting work by Clement Jug- 
lar. giving a brief history of panics, 
and what he claims to be their period- 
ical oecurences in the United States. 

M. Juglar classes panics in this coun- 
try under the three following heads: 

1. Panies of Circulation. These, he 
thinks, are caused by too much circulat- 
ing medium, inducing an unhealthy 
stimulus to trading, which eventually 
ends in a relapse, or ‘by a sudden 
shrinkage of circulation, which stops 
loans and extensions of credit so as to 
bring financial ruin. 

2, Panics of Credit. These come 
when some large failure or failures 
render the business world over-cau- 
tious, and thus lead to a shrinkage of 
credit, which equals in effect a shrink- 
age of the volume of currency. 

3. Panics of Capital. Such as oc- 
curred -in 1849, when capital was so 
tied up in internal improvements as to 
be unavailable for ordinary purposes. 

To these causes the translator adds 
another, to wit: General tariff changes. 
He declares that every important 
change in our tariff system, with the’ 


single exception of that of 1846, which | 


was simply a revénue tariff, has re- 
sulted in a panic, no matter whether 
the change has been from a lower toa 
higher or from a higher to a lower 
tariff. 

There is undoubtedly much truth in 
the statement that it is more the un- 
certainty of what is to come than the 
possible effects of any change that un- 
settles Dur business conditions. The 
author shows that thirteen panics have 
occurred simultaneously in England, 
France and the United States, which 
is a further proof of ‘the fact that this 
world of ours has practicably become 
one country, as far as mercantile busi- 
ness is concerned. Any severe financial 
crisis which arises is bound to be felt 
more or less in all parts of the civil- 
ized world. The more this truth is 
realized, the easier it will be to induce 
the great nations of the earth to come 
together and devise some plan for 
preventing, as far as possible, the re- 
currence of such disastrous financiag 
epidemics, which are in many cases 
simply to loss of confidence on the 
part of the people. 


Wild Theories. 

We have had plenty of discussion of 
late regarding possible improvements in 
the form of our government. Now 
comes a gentleman by the name of 
Van Ornum, who publishes a work to 
show that we should not have any 
government at all. Mr. Van Ornum 
has some peculiar ideas. He con- 
siders selfishness as the motive of 
human action and thinks that a failure 
to recognize this principle in judging 
of the conduct of men has been the 
means of setting up false and artifi- 
cial standards of morality. He would 
have it understood that every man’s 
acts, whether saint or sinner, wise man 


or foolish, priest or layman, patriot , 


or criminal, philosopher or politician, 
are actuated by one single motive, 
that of selfishness. He argues that 
when motives are so understood men 
will be estimated more nearly at their 
worth, and quotes Proudhon, who says, 
“Whoever talks to me of God has 
designs upon my liberty or my purse.” 

As a panacea for all evils, the author 
ef this book would abolish the law. 
and leave every man on an alleged 
equal footing This, according to his 
way of thinking, would abolish “taxes, 
rents and all other burdens. 

The ventilating of such wild ideas 
as this must be expected during a 
time of general unrest, such as the 


present. It is like the escaped steam } 
from a locomotive, which makes a 
great deal of noise, but contributes 


mo share to the motive power which 
pulls the train along. In spite of Mr. 
Van Ornum and this kind, it is not 
probable that his present theory of 
anarchy tempered by selfishness will 
be, introduced in this country during 
the present generation.

What One Clergyman Has 
Accomplished. 


Although Himself Afflicted, He is 
a Great Power. 


Rev. Mr. Mann’s Labors Among the 
Deaf Mutes. 


A High Tribute from Rev. Mr. Sa@d—First 


Gospel Mecting of the Y. W. C. 
A.--Other Charch 
Services. 


At the Church of the Epiphany, in 
Egst Los Angeles, yesterday morning, 
the rector, Rev. Henderson Judd, 
preached a sermon of especial inter- 
est from its outlining something of 
the history of deaf mutes, with a brief 
sketch.of the work of a deaf mute 
clergyman of the church. 

His text was from St. Mark, vil. 
37: “He hath done all things well; 
He maketh both the deaf and the dumb 
to speak.”’ 

There was no class 
ones whom the Savior did not reach 
when He was on earth. Jesus went 
about Gallilee healing all manner of dis- 
ease among the people, and His fame 
went abroad through the land. Among 
others, they brought to Him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in 
his speech, and Jesus laid hands upon 
him, and his ears were opened and his 
tongue was loosened. 

Deaf mutes were known.-to the world 
before Jesus canfe, and among them 
are numbered some of the sweetest na- 
tures, and best. Placing a low esti- 
mate upon their ranks today there are 
at least two hundred thousand of these 
silent children of the earth in Europe 
alone, and forty thousand in the United 
States at the present time; and they 
have a great claim upon our common 
humanity. The improvement of their 
sad condition is an important one, and 
one in which the church has sought to 
afford all possible relief to both mind 
and body. For a long while it was 
claimed that deaf mutes could be 
‘classed only with imbeciles, and they 
were regarded as entirely helpless mem- 
bers in a community. They were left 
without instruction, and they knew 
nothing of the earth they trod or of 
the heavens above them. It was no 
wonder that many of them sank to 
the level of the idiots with whom, 
alone, \they were allowed to associate. 
In the work of bettering them in this 
pitiable plight the church has done 
much to alleviate their sufferings, to 
admit them to schools, to place them 
upon a higher plane. With such px- 
amples as those of Laura Bridgman, 
Hellen Kellar, and that wonderful 
child, Willie Elizabeth, of which the 
Youth’s Companion contained a _ re- 
‘markable account, there seems almost 
no limit to the capacity for intelligence 
which they exhibit under painstaking 
training. 

The touching incident was here re- 
lated of a man who, wishing to test 
what patience and perserverence could 
accomplish with clay which had, ap- 
parently life alone, advertised for 
what seemed the most hopelessly im- 
becile child that could be found, upon 
which to experiment. A boy of about 
5 years of age was brought. He had 
never made any voluntary movement 
of the muscles of his body; he had 
never exhibited any emotion or man- 
ifested the slightest recognition. He 
was a lump of clay. For months, day 
after day, the man read aloud before 
the senseless image. There was po 4 
the breath of life there; never an 
comprehension. But he never wavered. 
Still he read in the same even tone at 
the appointed hour. And one morning 
when the many months had passed, 
as the hour came for the reading, and 
he did not raise his voice, suddenly 
the dull creature seemed to stir; it 
tried to turn its unused limbs, grop- 
ing toward the place he occupied, as 
if seeking something. It had proven 
what he desired. How his patience 
was ‘rewarded; and then the next 
step was that it moved its arm and 
hand, and in time it lifted its fingers, 
and would not rest until it had laid 
them on his lips from whence the 
sweet sound came. Most marvelous 
of all, after five years of patient strug- 
gle, that seemingly senseless child 
stood up in a public assemblage, and 
by a series of symbols conveyed its 
— to an astonished throng of peo- 
ple. . 6 

Now there are thousands of deaf 
mute pupils, there are scores of 
teachers employed, and nearly $5,000,- 
000 has been expended in their in- 
struction. We have today deaf mute 
poets, artists, teachers, priests; they 
are in nearly all lines of employment. 

It is a notable fact that the litany of 
this church can reach the deaf mute 
class as no other church service can. 
They follow its attitudes, and are 
taught by its symbols to learn what is 
passing. In this church has occurred 
the ordination to the Christian ministry 
of the first known deaf mute on record. 
Rev. A. W. Mann, a priest of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, ordained 
on the Festival of St. Paul, 1877, in 
Grace Church, Cleveland, O. 

Of his life and work in the church, 
Rev. Mr. Judd was here able to speak 
with great earnestness, having had ac- 
quaintance with him from the first and 
watched his progress. Mr. Judd has 
in his possession an able paper, read by 
Rev. Mr. Mann before the eighth con- 
ference of workers among deaf mutes, 
held July 13 last at Chicago, under the 
auspices of the religious départment of 
the Columbian Exposition. Its subject 
is “Christian Unity from the Stand- 
point of a Deaf Mute.’" This paper, in- 
svired by a sixteen years’ experience in 
charge of what is termed the midwest- 
ern mission to deaf mutes, comprising 
no less than sixteen dioceses, aroused 
great interest in the discussion which 
followed upon “Christian Unity and the 
Deaf Mutes.”’ 

The facts and figures which Rev. Mr. 
Judd was able to give were very in- 
teresting. Six hundred and fifteen 
thousand square miles constitute this 
rector’s parish; 648 deaf mutes and 
their families have been baptized by 
him, and 550 have been presented by 
him for confirmation. He has served 
297 parishes, and has visited 35 schools, 
assisting in their in&Struction. It is es- 


of unfortunate 


timated that he has traveled, up to. 


date, nearly one million miles. He is a 
fine man physically, and has a lovely 
wife, who is one of the most accom- 
plished lip readers. 

Here is a record of what one zealous 
Christian worker, deprived of speech 
and hearing, has been able to accom- 
plish.

While David lived right he had ex- 
perienced the joys for which he now 
longed, and so may every one who 
lives near to Christ have the joys of 
salvation welling up in their souls. 

What a marked contrast between the 
joys of the Christian religion and of 
other beliefs in the world. In all the 
pagan and infidel world there is no 
hope; their hope of eternity is as a 
starless night, filled with gloom” and 
despair; no joys, no peace, no gladness; 
and into this world Christianity comes 
to bring “the joys of salvation.’’ It 
was my privilege to visit a so-called 
liberal Sunday-school at one time, and 
when I heard them sing I realized that 
they were songs without soul or life.

Just so we 
we build it; but no structure which 
we rear can endure, unless grounded 
on the firm foundation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. If it is not built in this 
way, then it will all have to be taken 
apert, for there will surely be flaws 
somewhere. 

After the foundation is laid a build- 
ing is usually reared after the plan of 
scme architect. God is the architect 
of our lives. He has a plan for each; 
and although He does not show us 
alt of His plan at once,- He unfolds it 
little by little every day, just enough 
for each day’s: needs. He gives us 
small portions to work at, and by and 
by the whole structure will stand com- 
plete. 

As workers together in a Y.W.C.A.., 
it is very necessary that we do jot 
indulge petty selfishnesses. We must 
not wish to build only our own struct- 
ure; we must reach out and help others, 
who are striving to build upon the right 
foundation. It is not merely the zirls 
who have no, homes whom we are to 
seek to help; it is girls in their own 
homes, who are unthinking and selfish, 
who forget that there are others that 
need them. We are all sisters together, 
and for all there is a great work to do.

Miss Reeder stated, in answer to the 
question, ““‘What is the Y.W.C.A. going 
to do?” that it was going to do what- 
ever the young.women wished it to do.

Its 
object is not more to gather young 
women in from the streets than out 
from their homes. They live too iso- 
lated. Young men are associated to- 
gether in business ways; young wo- 
men need interests in common to keep 
in touch with each other. They need 
contact with their minds, with other 
thoughts, with other experiences, in 
order to broaden and grow. In such 
an association, it seems, that there is a 
grand work to be done. 

After a duet by Misses Pieper and 
Duncan, the meeting was dismissed, to 
meet at the same hour next Sunday af- 
ternoon at the First Baptist Church. 

The rooms for carrying on Y.W.C.A. 
work will be opened September :1 in the 
Crocker Block. They are large and 
pleasant, and will, as rapidly as possi- 
ble, be fitted for all the purposes for 
which this organization is started. A 
secretary will be in charge, who will be 
glad to receive calls from all interested. 
It is especially desired that young wo- 
men identify themselves with the asso- 
ciation, as it is young women working 
for young women.

ithe subject of a sermon to young men 


by Rev. L. F. Laverty of the Second 
Presbyterian Church, East Los Ange- 
les, last evening.

The text was II Samuel, 
xvili, 33. He spoke of this as a strange 
celebration of a victory by which a 
throne was saved and a rebellion sup- 
pressed. The discontent of the sol- 
diers who had risked their lives for the 
king, at’this reception, was natural, but 
so also w he father’s sorrow. No- 
tice some of the reasons for this pro- 
found sorrow. It was not so much a 
lament over physical death as_spirit- 
ual. A soul was lost, and that the soul 
of his son. This is grief in comparison 
with which the simple article of bodily 
death is as nothing. Would you, young 
man, save your father and mother this 
terrible grief? Then abandon your ways 
of sin. and walk in the way of eter- 
nal life. Absalom’s rebellion did not 
turn aside his father’s love for him, 
This is a picture of our heavenly Fath- 
er’s love for His sinful children. His 
leve to us continues, even to His re- 
bellious children. His love, however, 
like that of David, is powerless to save 
His rebellious children. Persistence in 
sin thwarts even divine love. 

David wished to die for his son. 
This God has done for His children in 
the person of His, beloved Son. Young 
men. will you reject the love thus 
manifested? Will you be oblivious to 
a mother’s tears and heartaches? Will 
you imitate Absalom in his rebellion?

ST. JOHN’S CHURCH ‘ 

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, rector of St. 
John’s Ep’scopal Church, preached yes- 
terday morning to a large congregation 
on the cleansing of Naaman, the Syr- 
jan, in the river Jordan, by obedience 
to the command of the prophet Elishs. 
After showing that the incident was 
a type of baptism, the rector said that 
Naaman was astonished at the sim- 
plicity of the requirement to accom- 
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plish such a great result as cleansing 
him of his leprosy. We very often 
show the same disposition. Ordinarily 
we imagine that a great result can 
only be obtained by great efforts. The 
coral islands of the Pacific have not 
been thrown up by gigantic convul- 
sions of nature, but by the. patient, 
untiring work of a little insect. The 
mammoth trees of the forest have tot 
been transplanted there by some al- 
mighty hand, but they have grown 
day by day, quietly, noislessly, un- 
ceasingly, until they wave thei 
branches to the skies, and the cloud. 
wreaths nestle in their tops. We see 
some perfect type of manhood, and 
we think of him as a god in the like 
ness of man; but we forget that every 
muscle of the body, every beautif 
feature, every divine grace of soul an 
mind has been the result of a growth, 
ever onward and upward. Napoleon 
ad: “My success in great enter- 
prises has been through careful con- 
sideration of details.” ‘“‘Take care of 
the pence and the pounds will take 
care of themselves,”’ is a true motto. 
‘The same principle applies to success 
in the spiritual life. There is no “ne 
who does not in his heart wish that 
his spiritual life was of the highest 
and best. But to accomplish this re- 
sult, he does not care to tread the nar- 
row way. The daily round, the com- 
mon task is too trivial he imagines 
for his advance in holiness. He wishes 
to jump into heaven, and thus escape 
the hard and thorny path which leads 
to it. Like Naaman, he wishes to be 
cured of his leprosy of sin, 
but refuses the divinely appoint- 
ed sacramental channels. He may be 
willing at times to do some great thing 
as Naaman was. If the Christian life 
corsisted of flagellations and immola- 
tions of human sacrifices and smoking 
altars, experience with human nature 
has shown that mankind would em- 
brace such methods of salvation with 
the undaunted courage of a Mucius 
Scaevola. But when the simple sacra- 
ments of the gospel are required, 
baptism for the beginning of the re- 
generated life, the Holy Eucharist to 


the daily round of prayer and the com- 
mon task of meeting and overcoming 
the fretful and worrying things of 
life, the constant, continuous endeavor 
to live a life ever reaching upward 
and onward, wearisome and _ tedious 
though it be, when these things are 
Suggested for the perfecting of the 
Christian life, they are objected to aa 
ing too tame, too unimportant, not 
requiring enough heroism for the world 
to applaud. Like Naaman, the aver- 
age man turns and goes away in a 
rage. 
The tendency of the age is to seek 
novel and untried methods of salva- 
tion. God has laid down for us the 
way of. His own devising. We would 
supersede it with our way. God's 
ways and methods have stood the test 
of the ages. We are foolishly trying 
to discover better methods. We are 
following the phantom lights of our 
own imaginations, our imperfect knowl- 
edge instead of living in the full light 
and brightness of God’s tested and 
reternal truth. These phantom lights 
of ours lead to mire and marsh, swamp 
and morass. They are the baleful ex- 
halations of a diseased and decaying 
condition of things. Their brilliancy 
is elusive and ephemeral. God's light 
is eternal and never fading. It floods 
the soul with knowledge and the 
heart with happiness. It illuminates 
the darkest hours and dispels the 
thickest gloom. Let no man be afraid 
or doubtful as to the supreme excel- 
lency of God's ways as compared with 
man’s. “The law of the Lord is an 
undefiled law converting the soul; the 
testimony of the Lord is sure, and 
giveth light unto the eyes.”

REDLANDS. 

The Orange-growers’ Association of Red- 
lands has organized by the election of F. 
P. -Morrison, president; E. J. Waite, 
vice-president, and A. E. Sterling, secre- 
tary, and the old association which con- 
ducted the business for the past two 
years has gone out of existence. Last 
year there were 194 members of the asso- 
ciation, and a few oranges were handled 
for growers who were not members. The 
association handled during the past year 
a total of 27,975 xes of oranges, for 
which the sum of $52,612.92 was‘ received. 
The shipments embraced 12,653 boxes of 
Washington and Australian navels, 10,Wl 
boxes of seedlings, and 4421 boxes of Med- 
iterranean sweets and St. Michaels. Cal- 
culating by the pound, there were 833,578 
pounds of selected navels, for which 2.67 
cents per pound was received, and 103,758 
pounds of navel culls, returning 1.02 cents 
_ pound. The 678,834 pounds of seed- 
ings brought 1.17 cents per und, or a 
little more than the navel culls. There 
were 281,841 pounds of Mediterranean and 
St. Michaels, for which an average of 
2.02 cents per pound were received. The 
lowest price was received for the Aus- 
tralian navels—but .95 cent per pound 
for the 11,131 pounds shipped. For the 
season of 1891-92 the cost of handling the 
fruit by the association was 32-5 cents 
per box, but last season it cost but 2 5-8 
cents per box.

SCIENTIFIC EATING. 


Do Not Underfeed Nor Overeat—Meat is Not 
Always a Necessity. 

It may seem hard that the man who, 
in youth, has known the pinch of pov- 
erty, who remembers how the cut of 
mutton, with a supply of potatoes and 
greens, scarcely sufficed for a vigorous 
appetite, should find that in the pros- 
perity of later life an eight-course din- 
ner of delicacies fails to tempt him, and 
that, nevertheless, his physician warns 
him that the attack of gout from which 
he is suffering means that he is eating 
too much, and that bis diet must be 
lowered, says the London Hospital, Is 
life, then, never to give satistaction? 
Must youth know hunger and. old age 
satiety? Must the. poor muscle-worker 
never have enough food to give energy 
to his frame, and must the rich idler 
have so much to eat that disease is the 
consequence? To find the bappy mean, 
to live according to sweet reasonable- 
ness and knowledge, isthe aim of the 
teachings of science, and if to these 
are added the principles of Christian 
communism, the wealth of later life 
will not lead to self-indulgence, but to 
the mitigation of the sufferings of those 
who want the means of life. 

One of the many splendid examples 
is that of a gentleman, now in posses- 
sion of a very large income, who, in his 
youth, lived on a salary of 10s. a week. 
He early made up his mind that to eat 
little and drink less would be his rule in 
life. To this resolution he has adhered, 
though fortune hascometohim. Nearly 
an octogenarian, he is still a man of 
untiring vigor of body and mind. Sim- 
ple in life, he dispenses his great for- 
tune asacustodian for his Master, while 
living amid the refinements and cul- 
tured surroundings of an. English gen- 
tleman. Sir George Humphrey ~ has 
investigated the life history of centen- 
arians in England with the view of as- 
certaining the causes and circumstances 
of longevity. As ome reads of the 
habits and life of these men and women 
who attained tothe age of 100 years 
and more, one is struck ty the fact that 
they were almost invariably lean peo- 
ple, of spare habit, and of great mod- 
eration in eating and drinking. Of 
thirty-seven, threé took no animal food, 
four took very little, twenty a little, 
ten a moderate amount, and only one 
acknowledged taking much meat. With 
regard to alcohol the returns are much 
the same, and abstemiousness is foand 


to be the rule of life of these centen- 


arians. 


Boston's College Settlements. 

(Philadelphia Ledger:) Boston seems 
likely to be well provided with college 
settlements. The Andover House, at 
the South End, was the first in the 
field. The girls’ settlement, on Tyler 
street, started last winter. The Ep- 
worth League settlement, at the North 
End, maintained by Bogton University 
students, was first placed at the West 
End, but two months ago was trans- 
planted to No. 18 Charter street, near 
the old Copp’s Hill burying grounds. 
Some ot the married students have es- 
tablished their wives as housekeepers, 
andthusa genuine home atmosphere is 
created. At present there are nine 
residents, five men and four women. 
They pay their own board and rent, and 
also contribute largely to the running 
expenses. The work is largely among 
the [talians and German Jews, for 
whom a half-dozen clubs and classes 
havealready been formed. The need of 
learning Italian and the Jewish-German 
dialect is felt, and members of the set- 
tlement are hard at work at those lan- 
guages. Assistant workers have been 
brought in from Boston and Harvard 
universities and from the churches. 
One woman gives all of her time to vis- 
itation, and one man devotes himself to 
evangelistic work in the low lodging 
houses, which he terms ‘‘the neediest 
and filthiest work there is.’’ 


} Sweetening Sugar With Salt. 
(British Medical Journal:) Prof. Zuntz, 
at the Physiological Society of Berlin, 
definitely explains the making of sugar 
sweeter by the addition of salt. From his 
experiments he finds that If to a-solu- 
tion of sugar there be added a _ slight 
amount of salt and water, so weak that 
it excites no saline taste, the result is 
extra sweetening of the sugared water. 
The weakest of quinine solution is said 
also to produce similar results. The ex- 
lanation given” of the above seeming 
neongruity is that the ever so feeble 
saltness or bitterness imparts: an increas- 
ed sensibility to the sensation of the 
taste by the simultaneous stimuli, and 
hence an appreciation of additional 
sweetness.

New Gold Extraction Precess. 

(Philadelphia Record:) The extr ac- 
tion of gold in a simple and economical. 
‘mauner by an electrolytic process, 
capable of dealing with every kind of 
refractory ore, is stated to be the 
lately accomplished result of the long 
study and experimenton the part ofa 
London chemist. There are several 
electro-chemical pxocesses already in 
use for obtaining gold from refractory 
ores, in which such deleterious sub- 
stances as sulphur, iron oxide, arsenic, 
zinc, etc., are associated with the gold. 
Bat it is found that no one particular 
process is available for every class of 
ore. Hence much money is often ex- 
pended on an extensive plant for treat- 
ing a certain kind. of ore, which 
has to be abandoned or sup- 
plemented by another plant, when 
the character of the ore changes. 
The main requirements in these pro- 
cesses are: First, the circulation of 
the pulverized ore between positive and 
negative poles: second, a solvent liquid 
for the gold; third, means of collecting 
the electrolyzed gold, and fourth, the 
concentration of the positive pole. 

In the new universal process the first 
requirement is met by having a screw 
propeller set vertically near the bottom 
of the ore tank. The solvent isa dilute 
solution of potassium cyanide, and the 
collection of the gold is effected by a 
bath of mercury, which constitutes the 
negative pole. The positive pole con- 
éists of a mixture of powdered plum- 
bago and powdered pitch or rosin, con- 
solidated by heat. 

In operation, the ore, mixed with a 
certain portion of water, is placed in 
the tank, with the bath of mercury at 
the bottom. On starting the screw the 


_ mixture circulates down the center of 


the tank and impinges gently upon the 
surface of themercury. It thentravels 
up the sides of the tank, which are 
conical and on which the positive pole 
is laid, and back, down to the center, to 
be again driven into intimate contact 


with the mercury. The gold is 
thus brought into contact with 
an active instead of a _= sluggish 


mercury surface, over and over again, 
until every particle of gold has been 
seized and absorbed. 

It is stated that some of the most re- 
fractory and typically difficult ores have 
been submitted to this process, and that 
in ‘some cases over 90 percent of the 
containel gold was extracted. 

The chief advantages claimed for the 
ew are thatthe gold is extracted 

irectly from the ore without any other 
preliminary treatment than crushing; 
that the same chemicals are used over 
and over again; that the process efii- 
ciently extracts the gold and silver 
from the auriferous ores, whether re- 
fractory or tree; that the precious 
metals are obtained at once from the 
amalgam in the metallic state, without 
further chemical treatment, and that 
any workable quantity of ore may be 
treated in one vessel at one operation, 
and the gold obtained in one day.
